Since 
there  remains  a  question  in  our  minds  about  the 
propriety  of  printing  the  names  of  writers  without 
being  sure  they  would  like  their  names  so  used,  we 
print  those  letters  taken  from  regular  station  mail 
without  signature.    We'd  much  prefer  to  have  letters 
written  in  specifically  for  the  FOLIO,  however. 


.   .   .    how  is  KPFA  relevant  to  our  lives?    Yes-- 
the  news  is  great;  except  that  the  times  it  is  on  are 
the  worst  possible  for  a  family  with  school  children 
and  a  working  father  (which  I  would  assume  are  many 
listeners. )   Yes,  some  things  are  great,  for  instance 
the  Bertolt  Brecht  play,  some  other  stuff.

People  called  in  requesting  the  Beatles  and 
the  Stones  and  like  that  (Dylan,  etc. )   And  what  do  you 
put  on  all  day  music  wise?    Choral    concerts,  string 
quartets,  etc.    Some  classical  music  .   .  .great!  But 
my  god  all  day?    It  gets  to  be  a  drag!    So — I  turn  off 
KPFA  and  play  some  new  records  that  could  have  been 
money  contributed  to  you.     (Fold  etc.    How  about  Paul 
Butterfield?) 

Also--like  abstract  discussions  on  changes  in  edu- 
cation.   Now  that's  great — we  need  to  change  the 
schools—but  somehow  these  discussions  are  not  rel- 


evant to  our  lives.     Parent-listeners  think,   "What 
can  we  do  with  our  children  to  get  along  better?"-- 
OK.     We  should  change  the  schools — how?    KPFA 
could  be  supplying  thoughts  on  practical,  effective 
way  of  changing  society.     Let's  get  down  to  the  nitty- 
gritty!  ! !    Intellectual  abstractions  are  all  fun  but  a 
steady  diet  is  dead  dull  boring.     Please — I  hope  you 
will  se  what  I  am  trying  to  point  out.    I  am  not  alone 
in  this.    A  few  other  KPFA  listeners  agree.    TUNE 
IN  or  I'll  TUNE  OUT! 


I  do  not  listen  regularly  to  (the  News)  but  feel 
glad  that  the  once  or  twice  a  week  that  I  miss  the 
evening  news,  I  know  I  can  get  it  the  next  morning 
is  a  comfort.    As  I  am  a  very  "feisty"  sort  of  per- 
son and  will  not  pay  for  bad  newspapers,  the  KPFA 
news  is  my  main  news  source  (and  Edward  Morgan.  ) 
This--to  the  extent  that  my  current  teacher,  in  this 
audio-visual  oriented  college  (San  Jose  State, )  thinks 
and  says  I'm  odd  because  I  don't  watch  T.  V. 

In  fact,  I'm  becoming  disturbed  by  the  apparent 
unbilical  cord  which  attaches  me  to  blessed  KPFA. 
Being  considerably  at  odds  with  my  culture  and  coun- 
try— I  have  been  thinking  of  going  elsewhere  to  live 
and  work.  So  help  me- what  keeps  me  here?  In 
large  part  KPFA.  The  sound  of  sanity,  even  if  that 
sanity  is  being  tortured.

Iguess 
this  is  out--can't  listen  sitting  on  a  park  bench  with 
a  portable  that  way.    Oh  well.     Back  to  fund-raising. 

I've  been  wanting  to  tell  you  again  of  your  value 
to  me,  and  it  sort  of  exploded  in  this  letter. 

I  like  the  new  folio  in  spite  of  the  printing  prob- 
lems, improvement  every  time,  and  the  handprinted 
script  touches  are  a  pleasant  touch.  .

Down  with 
your  methods  of  integrating  art  with  text.    I  am  great- 
ly annoyed  on  the  artist's  behalf. 

You  begin  by  mis-spelling  his  name.     Your  rever- 
sal of  the  drawing  on  page  five,  (a  positive-negative 
reversal,  and  not  a  left-right  reversal  as  your    ac- 
knowledgement implies, )  is  a  presumptuous  editing  of 
original  work,  and  destroys  entirely  the  artist's    in- 
tention.    (I  take  it  for  granted  that  you  did  not  have 
his  approval.  ) 

Moreover,  the  figure  drawing  on  page  eleven  has 
been  ineptly  and  inexcusably  cut.     You  should  either 
reduce  a  drawing  until  it  fits  your  available  space   or 
give  it  all  the  room  it  needs.     Arbitrary  alterations, 
in  any  form,  are  an  insult  and  affront  to  your  contrib- 
uting artists. 

Drawings  are  not  meant  merely  to  plug  up  space. 
They  should  play  their  full  part  in  the  total   visual 
arrangement  of  heading,  text  and  margin. 

Mr.  Oliveira  was  consulted  about  the  use 
of  his  drawings  and  graciously  gave   his 
approval.     This  fact  may  not  alter  the  merit 
of  the  criticism,  however,  for  it    may   be 
likely  that  his  approval  was  granted  out  of 
good  will  to  the  station.     We  hope  to  be  able 
to  devote  an  entire  Folio  to  his  work   soon. 
As  for  the  mis-spelling  of  his  name — that, 
of  course,  is  without  possible  excuse,  and 
we  offer  our  apologies.
